HEARING DENIED 


I RAL STRIKERS 
BY LABOR BOARD 


Board Will Only Hear 
Workers 
Who Are Trying to Keep 


Those Rail 


the Railroads Running. 


STRIKERS PREPARING 


- WRITTEN COMPLAINTS 


But It Is Not Likely 
Board Will Receive Pa- 
pers Chiefs of Brother- 


hoods Oppose Action of 
Board. 


Washington, April 19.—Undeterred 
by the refusal of the railroad board 
hear them today, representatives of 
the railroad strikers announced that 
they would present written com- 
plaints, together with demands for a 
“living wage,” to the board which 
tomorrow will begin formal hearings 
on the big wage controversy. 

The board flatly declined “to re- 
* ceive, entertain or consider” com- 
plaints from strikers, declaring it 
would only hear those who were 


adopting every reasonable means of 


avoding of railroad 
service. 

The borad will proceed with the 
wage dispute 
nearly two million men, which 
failed of adjustment when the bi- 
partisan board ceased to function 
Aprill. Heads of the four brother- 
hoods and the chairman of the As- 
sociation of Railway Executives, all 
of whom were present today, wil 
attend. 

Timothy Shea, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Firemen 
and Enginemen, said tonight speedy 
settlement would be urged. Refusal 
of the board to hear strikes, Shea

said, would have the effect of send- 


ing all of the strikers back to work, 


many of whom had been led astray, 
he thought, in the belief that the 


board might recognize them. 
Delegations claiming to represent 

‘railroad men of all crafts in various 

cities who have “quit work,” ap- 


peared at the offices of the board 


today demanding ‘asstrantes of a 
“substantial arantee of Increased 
wages,” — said would send 
strikers back to work. They com- 
posed an unorganized association, 
they said, known as 
Workers of America, insisting tha 
they still retained their membership 
in the recognized unions, since they 
had not “struck,” but had only 
“gone on a vacation.” \ 

Delegations Admitted. 

After adopting rules of procedure 
for hearing disputes, the board ad- 

mitted, several delegations. 

Imm @iiate protest was entered by 
W. N. Doak, vice president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
who contended that the officers of 
the 18 railroad organizations present 
represented the men, unless they 
had quit their jobs, in which case 
they were no longer employees of 
the railroads or members of the rec- 
ognized unions. 

General dissatisfaction with the 
board’s action was expressed by the 
railroad workers. Edward McHugh, 
representing strikers in New York 
and New Jersey, declared he would 
continue his efforts to obtain some 
assurance of an increase from the 
board, adding that 8,000 men in the 
New York district would not go back 
to work until such assurance was 
received.

clared that they uld not return

grievances. They would present their 
formal demar hey said, and then 
go to their men and await a deci- 
sion granting increased wages. 
They claim that they have not

Yardmen from St. Louis claim 
they are not sufficiently represented 
before the board by the recognized 
unions and demand that they be al- 
lowed to legislate for themselves.

MEXICAN REBEL 
‘GAINING GROUND 


* 


Revolutionary Movement 
of Sonora Against Car- 
ranza Rapidly Spreads 
Chihuahua in Revolt. 


Agua Prieta, Sonora, April 49.— 
The revolutionary movement of So- 
nora against President Carranza is 
gaining ground rapidly. military 
headquarters here reports. 

General J, M. Pina, commander 
of the Sonora troops in this dis- 
trict, announced that General Fran- 
ciseo Urbalejo, with his Carranza 


force at Santa Rosalia, Chihuahua, 
had revolted and would take the 
field for the Sonora movement. Ur- 
balejo was reported to have four 
hundred Yaqui Indians under his 
command. 
the revolts by other Carranza 
troops in Chihuahua also were re- 
ceived, it was said. 

Santa Rosalia is on the Mexican 
Central railroad, which runs south 
from Juarez, Chihuahua. It is in a 
district that Francisco Villa -has 
used widely for his operations. With 
Urbalejo operating in that region, 
it was said great damage could be 
done to Carranza’s line of commu- 
nications between the south and 
troops in northern Chihuahua. 

Military headquarters at Hermo- 
= also sent out a report today 
that the troops of General Angel 
Flores were continuing their march 
toward Mazatlan, an important west 
coast port of Mexico. 

From Nogales, Sonora, came the 
report that the independent state 
government of Sonora, through its 
secretary of state, had issued a 
statement guaranteeing protection 
to all commercial interests in 
Sonora. 

Sonora’s chief force td oppose 
President Carranza on the Chihua- 
hua frontier will be Yaqui 
and Mayo Indians, it was said. 
Heavy concentration of the Indians 
is being made here to attack the 
forces of Carranza, according to the 
announcement of General Pina. 

More than a thousand Yaqui’s un- 
der Colonels Rodriguez and Aguirre 
are encamped here and it was an- 
neunced a battalion of Mayos, cor- 
responding to a regiment of United 
States soldiers, are en route to the 
local concentration camp. 

Colonel Aguirre’s Taquis arrived 
here after marching 28 miles from 
Naco. This band, for months pre- 
vious, had been fighting Mexican 
federal forces in an attempt to win 
back their tribal lands. 

TEXAS OBJECTS 
TO MEXIC TROOPS. 

Austin, Texas, April 19.—Vigor- 
ous protests against the proposed 
movement of Mexican troops 
through Texas in a campaign 
against the rebels of Sonora were 
made by Governor W. P. Hobby in 
a telegram to Bainbridge Colby, 
secretary ot state.

PLEA OF WILSO 
TO EXPEL TURKS 
DENED BY ALLIES 


Reply About Turks Taken 
to Indicate General Al- 
lied Attitude Toward the 
United States Regarding 
—— Problems. 


San Remo, April 19.— (By the As- 
sociated Press.) — The interallied su- 
preme council began its forme ses- 
sions today in the Villa de Vauchau, 
on the hills to the northwest of the 
main town. : ' 

In considering the Turkish treaty 
today council decided to reply to 
President Wilson’s note on the sub- 
ject. giving him full explanations 
as to why it could not accept the 
points he made in this connection. 

Attitude Toward America. 

The reply of the allies in thus 

supplying full information on this 
question is taken here to indicate 
their general attitude toward the 
United States government in treat- 
ing the unsettled European prob- 
lems. : 
The Turkish treaty was approved 
by the council today in the general 
form in which it was drawn by the 
council of foreign ministers in Lon- 
don. Changes were made in two 
points, but these were not disclosed. 
It was decided to request the Turk- 
ish plenipotentiaries to present 
themselves in London on May 14 to 
receive the treaty. 

The draft of the reply to Presi- 
dent Wilson, in accordance with the 
council’s decision, is being prepared 
tonight and will be submitted to the 
council tomorrow. 

At the afternoon meeting the 
council continued consideration of 
the Turkish treaty, discussing the 
financial clauses, the Bagdad rail- 
road and Turkish bonds. The finan- 
cial experts of the three govern- 
ments were in attendance. 

Sir John Cadman, Great Britain's: 
oil expert, has been sent for in con- 
nection with Turkish oil for ship- 
ping and other fuel purposes. Italy 
and France are short of oil.

“So far as my information goes, 


there has been no recognition of an 
Irish republic by the United States, 

“Pérsonally, I believe that this pil- 
grimage of de Valera and his Sinn 
Fein propaganda should have long 
ago received the attention of the 
state department at Washington, 
and were I directing official of that 
department, I would unhesitatingly 
order the deportation of de Valera 
without delay. 

“I view with extreme disfavor this 
Sinn Fein agitation within the 
United States, which has already a 
sulted in serious misunderstandi 
between the pepole of the Unite 
States and England, our ally in the 
world war. It is hard to understand 
how a patriotic Amercan could con- 
tinue this agitation as it has been 
conducted within recent months, 
were he not seriously misled in his 
zeal for a cause which involves the 
internal affairs of a friendly na- 
tion.”

Premier Millerand is described as 
having said that such pressure, 


without the use of naval of military 
ald, would in effect be no pressure 
at all. 

Premier Lloyd-George, it is said, 
resisted this conclusion. Premier 
Nitti inclined toward the British 
prime minister’s view, and the mat- 
ter rests there for the present. A 
compromise may take the form of 
an ultimatum to Germany with the 
threat of applying effective compul- 
sion without indicating what form 
the compulsion might take. 

Outline of Allied Reply. 
Washington, April 19.—The allied 
reply to President Wilson’s Turkish 
note is expected by diplomatic of- 
ficials here to point out that with- 
out the acceptance by the United 
States of responsibility for part of 
the burden of the solution of the 
Turkish question, the allies have 
found it impossible to adopt the 
president’s suggestion that the 


Turk be driven out of Europe. 

The allies have taken the posi- 
tion, it was said, that the eviction 
of the sultan from Constantinople 
was impossible without the assump- 
tion by some power, preferably the 
United States, of the obligation for 
the protection of Constantinople 
and er Turkish territory. 
For economic ahd political reasons, 
officials said, choice of any other 
power than the United States was 
precluded and since the United 
States has refused the proffered 
mandate over Turkey, no other so- 
lution than to leave the Turk in 
Constantinople under inter-allied 
control was possible. 

Supervision of the Turk, it is gen- 
erally believed by officials, will de- 
volve ‘upon the Ottoman debt com- 
mission which before the war con- 
sisted of representatives of Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Russia, Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Germany, but 
which now is limited to the three 
allied powers. , 

Representations that the south- 
eastern boundaries of Bulgaria were 
definitely delimited by the Bulga- 
rian treaty of peace, signed by Un- 
last 
year in Paris, it is known, already 
have been made to the state de- 
partment in connection with Pres- 
ident Wilson’s suggestion that a 
part of eastern Thrace, now part of 
Turkish territory, “should become 
part of Bulgaria.” This suggestion, 
it is believed, will be answered by 
A reference to the Bulgarian trea- 
ty signed by this government. It 
was discoveréd last week that the 
state department does not possess 
an official draft of the Bulgarian 
treaty signed by Mr. Polk. 

Providing for Armenia. 

Washington, April 19.—The coun- 
cil of the league of nations has 
agreed informally, according to in- 
formation reaching Washington, 
that it cannot assume the mandate 
for Armenia as was suggested by 
the council of premiers at the re- 
cent Paris meeting.

Very Heavy. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 19.— 
Twenty-two known dead, at least 
100 injured and large property loss 
resulted from tornadoes that swept 
through northwestern Arkansas late 
Sunday night. 

Communication with the storm- 
swept section, all of which is in 
the Ozark hills, is difficult at best, 
and as a result of the storm the 
limited facilities are greatly crip- 
pled. 

An unconfirmed report from 
Blaine, Logan county, said twenty 
persons were killed therg. 

Yell county apparently bore the 
brunt of the storm with eighteen 
deaths reported. The other four 
known fatalities were in Johnson 
county. 

Two entire families were wiped 
out in the Harkey’s valley commu- 
nity of Yell county. Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Howe and their four chil- 
dren and Dan Howe, father of 
Charles Howe, met death in the 
ruins of their home. The only sur- 
vivor of the family was a baby 
blown 200 yards by the wind and 
deposited unhurt between two up- 
rooted pine trees. 

A woman named Mrs. Brock and 
her five children were killed when 
their home in Harkey’s valley was 
demolished. Mrs. J. W. Bell. and 
son, John Bell, and a man named 
Murphy, also were killed in Har- 
key’s valley. 

Mrs. Mike Teague, near Belleville, 
Yell county, and Mrs. Charles Zach- 
ry and three children, Hickorytown, 
Johnson county, are the other iden- 
tified victims. 


COST OF LIVING 
SHOWS NO CHANGE 
FOR LAST MONTH 


Washington, pril 19.—The cost 
of living as represented by prices 
of 22 articles of food remained vir- 
tually unchanged during the month 
ending March 15, the department of 
labor’s bureau of labor statistics 
reported today. Figures made pub- 
lic showed that the cost of 22 ar- 
ticles of food was only six-tenths of 
one per cent below the cost of the 
same articles in January, when 
prices reached the high-water 


ark. 

Wholesale prices of commodities 
other than food, the statistics 
showed, were higher in March than 
in any previous month. Lumber 
and building materials increased 
more than 8 per cent over Febru- 
ary. Only clothes and clothing 
showed a small net decrease, Cloth- 
ing prices, however, have increased 
64 per cent over March, 1919.

If Georgia enjoyed the Los Angeles rates, her merchants and other business men and women 
could use the same amount of current for which they would now pay $25.00 « month in their 
stores, banks, office buildings and places of bus iness, and save in thirty years a sum, which with 
interest compounded at 5% would be sufficient to pay the total cost of the Ontario system twice 
and leave a balance of $13,177,894.

Remember, that this saving would be eff ected upon current used in places of business. 
To this sum must be added the millions of dollars which would be saved upon bills for lights 
in homes and the saving that would be effected upon current sold for power. These will be dealt 
with in a later article. 

The here given show only a part of the tremendous tax that is imposed upon the 
people of Georgia by leaving the development of her water powers in the hands of private cor- 
porations controlled outside the state, 

The cost is too great. . 

The excessive tax is included in the price of each plow, hoe and rake, the shoes and clothes 
of your wife and children and y elf, your food and every other article sold in the state, and 
thus falls upon town, farm and factory alike. 

And the power companies are proposing to increase the tax by raising the present rates. 

Meanwhile, we must watch the annual waste of water power, worth at the present price 
of coal, more than $112,200,000 a year, until the corporations controlled in other states deter- 
mine the time for the further development of our water powers and the price which we must 
pay for that which is the gift of God to all. : 

It is too much. 

Business sense demands that the state and her towns and cities should be free to deal with 
this problem. The Legislature should untie their hands. ‘

A great Apostle—perhaps the 
greatest of all times—once ‘in a 
vivid message to the faithful de- 
scribed the three pillars upon 
which’ religion was founded as con- 
sisting of Faith, Hope and Charity, 
and the greatest of these was Chari- 
ty. Upon that foundation for two 
thousand years millions of human 
beings have lived and died not dis- 
couraged, no matter how severe the 
storm.and stress might be, but 
through danger and death itself, 
holding fast to their allegiance, in 
the hope of a sure and just reward 
in the life to come. 

And 80, too, every political creed 
or faith, to be enduring, must like- 
wise be builded solidly upon a foun- 
dation consisting of three pillars, 
which three pillars were described 
by a great statesman upon a great 
occasion, as consisting of “Honor, 
Truth and Loyalty, and the greatest 
of these is Loyalty.” For there

Last week's statements of the lo- 
cal federal bank and clearing house 
indicated further strengthening of 
reserves, buttime money held rigid, 
8144 to 9 per cent again being bid, 
with little success for sixty and 
ninety-day accommodations. 

Apart from the unbending atti- 
tude of the central bank repecting 
extension of credits, there is eumu-. 
lative evidence that considerable 
new financing is in prospect. Until 
these requirements have been met, 
little relaxation is anticipated. 

The observations of Chairman 
Gary at the 3 meeting of the 
United States teel corporation 
shareholders dashed the hopes of 
these who looked for an early 
“extra” dividend on steel common 
stock. Judge Gary spoke optimis- 
tically of trade conditions, but 
stressed the need of conserving cash 
holdings. 

Moderate firmness ruled in for- 
eign exchange, the only side light in 
that connection being the announce- 
ment that negotiations were pro- 
ceeding for further extensive gold 
shipments to South America.

Oats gained 7-8 to 11-20. In pro- 
visions the outsome varied from ic 
decline to 35c advance. 

Most corn traders turned to the 
buying side, and acted on opinions 
that the unwelcome rains would 
prove a serious setback to the -ac- 
cumlation of supplies here and at 
other big terminals. Talk of a pos- 
sible strike of freight handlers 
tended further to stimulate specu- 
lative demand for corn, and so too 
did persistent buying of wheat and 
rye for export. A sharp bulge in 
the price of barley was also of con- 
siderable effect in helping to lift 
the value of corn and other grain. 
she barley upturn was due to ef- 
forts on the part of certain dealers 
to anticipate any supreme court 
decision in favor of brewers. 

Oats were especially sensitive to 
reports that seeding would be hin- 
dered by the prevailing adverse 
weather. It was said the crop was 
already two weeks behind hand. 

Provisions average higher with 
grain and hogs.

It is useless to search the dic- 
tionary for adjectives to describe 
this play.

its charm. It is only the simple 
words of one and two syllables that 
can tell in sufficient power the 


is an epic of mother love. A 
of perfect maternal devo- 
tion. It is the story told in three 
acts, of mother love suppliant, of 
mother love abased, and of mother 
love triumphant! 

From the first moments of the 


first act, when that flock of real 


' sheep came pouring down the moun- 


tain road across the stage, until the 
final scene as the forgiven prod- 
igal enters once again the house of 
his fathers, there was never a false 
moment, never a faulty word and 


never a discordant note. 


The play is magnificently cast. 
Where all are so excellent, it is 
probable that there will be differ- 
ences of opinion as to the most per- 
fect. But this review must yield 
the palm to Miss Florence Auer, as 
the mother, Huldah. But rarely is 
a theater-goer privileged to hear 
so wonderful a speaking voice as 
Miss Auer’s, and it was a perpetual 
delight last night to listen to the 
music of her tones as she recited 
her lines. In the third act, as she 
weeps over the body of her restored 
son, she rose to heights of dramatic 
diction that compelled applause. 

As the prodigal, Robert Frazer, 
does a magnificent piece of work. 
He fits the role in physique; in ap- 
pearance and in manner. fRichard 
Thornton as the elder brother, and, 
in the second act, as Pharis, the 
Sea captain, deserves unstinted 
praise. But of all the men, none

There 
was a good audience, but there were 
some vacant seats. This condition 
must and will be changed before 
the end of the engagement. Those 
who saw it last night will see to 
that as soon as they get time to tell 
their friends. And, long before Sat- 
urday night, there should be packed 
houses at every performance. 

This comment opened with a la- 
ment on the dearth of comparisons.

Washington, April 19.— The 4 
preme court of the District of Co- 
lumbia ruled 3 that the federal 
trade commission was without au- 
thority to enforce its order eee ot 
ing monthly reports of production 
costs from coal mine companies and 


In granting the application of the 
of Ken- 
tucky and Ohio, for an injunction to 
restrain the commission from pro- 


port, Justice Bailey declared that 
the powers the commission sought 
were “vast and unprecedented” and 
beyond the province of congress to 
convey. 

The court's decision affects vir- 
tually every mining and manufac- 
turing company in the country, it 
was said tonight by corporation 
lawyers. The order calling for- re- 
ports was issued by the commission 
in January. 

Justice Bailey held that if the 
business of the concern from which 
production cost reports were. de- 
manded was entirely in interstate 
commerce the commission's claim of 
authority might be valid, but that 
in the Maynard case the commission 
obviously was demanding inform 
tion from a company whose business 
was both intra and interstate. 

“The visitorial power of congress 
is limited to that part of the busi- 
ness over which it has control and 
which, under the constitution, it has 
power to regulate,” the decision said. 

“In der for the commission to 
have the power to require reports 


as to mining of coal and intrastate}: 


shipments it would have to prove 
that such information is necessary 
to or connected with some subject 
over which the general government 
has power. The commission has not 
the power to exact the reports and 
information sought.” 

J. S. Foster, general counsel for 
the National Coal association, de- 
clared in a statement that the de- 
cision was far-reaching. 

„If the contention of the com- 
mission had been sustained,” Mr. 
Foster said, “it would necessarily 
have followed that the commission 
had the right to require not only 
such detailed reports of costs of 
production from coal operators but 
from all manufacturing and com- 
mercial concerns which ship any 
portion of the products of which 
they deal in interstate commerce 
and would force all such companies 
to report in detail every item of cost 
and profit as, well as their financial 
condition.”

Taken In Raid 


New York, April 19.—Augustus 
Drum Porter, third deputy. police 


commissioner until his recent indict- | 


ment on charges of neglect of duty, 
was found in a compromising. posi- 
tion with a woman November 12 last, 
in a raided upper west side apart- 
ment, police, detectives testified at 
his trial here today. 

Hilbert Wheelwright, a member 
of the “vice squad” for two years 
prior to his transfer last March to 
patrol duty. declared he and two 
other plainclothesmen saw Third 
Deputy Commissioner Porter enter a 
West Ninety-sixth apartment, ac- 
companied by a woman dressed in 
deep mouring. Wheelwright testi- 
fied that he and Fred Sorger, a plain- 
clothesman, later entered the apart- 
ment by way of the fire escape, the 
door to the room having been fas- 
tened by a hook inside. There, he 
said, he found Porter and the same 
woman. 

Told Him to Say Nothing. 

The deputy commissioner first 
gave his name as Clarence Wolf, of 
Brooklyn, Wheelwright said. Later, 
in another room, he told him he was 
“third deputy police commissioner,” 
and showed his badge, pistol and 
some letters to prove it, the witness 
said. After that “he told me not to 
arrest the woman,” Wheelwright 
stated. 

Mr. Porter told him to “say noth- 
ing ‘about the nasty situation you 
found me in last night,” the witness 
continued, and declared that as long 
as he was third deputy police com- 
missioner Wheelwright and the 
Others would have all the protection 
he could give them. 

Under eross- examination. Wheel- 
wright stuck to his story, display- 
ing a memory for detail of location 
of lights, furniture, attitudes and 
style of attire that was unshaken 
during he more than two hours he 
was on the stand. 

In opening the prosecution, As- 
sistant District Attorney James E. 
Smith outlined the testimony of 
Wheelwright and of ‘former Plain- 
clothesmen Fred Sorger and Cush- 
ing, stating that they, in substance, 
will tell the same story as Wheel- 
wright. 

i questioning prospective jurors’ 
during the forenoon, Mr. Smith ask- 
ed if they had any prejudice against 
the police department, and if the 
testimony of a policeman would be 
accepted for the same value as that 
of a plain citizen. 

Hinted at Line of Defense. 

Martin W. Littleton, counsel for 
Mr. Porter, hinted at the general 
line of defense by asking, “If you 
shuuld find that these witnesses, 
Wheelwright, Sorger and Cushing, 
were crooked, disreputable, crim- 
inal and low- down in the scale of 
liter would you consider that in de- 
termining the credibility of their 
testimony and the guilt of the Ac- 
cused?” 

Women were excluded from the 
courtroom today, and only a hand- 
ful of spectators was allowed to be 
present. 

Justice Malone, presiding in the 
case, directed that the ary be 
locked up for the night for its con- 
venience and protection. 

The trial of Mr. Porter is the first 
in the “vice war” between Assist- 
ant District Attorney Smith an 
the police department. The trial o 
the former deputy commissioner 
will be followed immediately by 
that of Inspector Dominick Henry.
